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'T'HE total yield of the pictures at the Verestchagin auctioa justified the belief of those who held in advance that the sale would not 
■*• - be a financial success. The result is not to be laid to lack of merit in the pictures themselves, but to the unwieldy size of many 
and to the absence of special interest in a number of the less cumbrous works. As I have repeatedly said in these columns, the value 
of the collection as a whole collection was far superior to that of its component parts if they were separated. The largest canvas of 
the lot went to a New Haven shopkeeper of unsavory memory, who will doubtless make it a show-card for his shop. The highest 
price was $7,500, bid by Verestchagin's attorney, Mr. MacDona, for the " Crucifixion by the Romans." It was said to have been 
purchased by Mr. MacDona on an order from Mr. Peter Alexandroff, through Matthias Rohde of Hamburg, and to be intended for 
some Russian church. The worship of that church will not be rendered any more cheerful by the influence of such an altar-piece. 
The entire return for the 1 10 pictures was less than $75,000, a figure which may be truly said not to represent their first cost to the 
artist, with no allowance for the expenses of the sale. The following is a list of the paintings sold, with the names of the purchasers 
and the prices paid.
